GRANGEGORMAN 
MENTAL HOSPITAL.

VIENNA DIPLOMA FOR STAFF 
DOCTOR. 

At yesterday’s meeting of Grangegorman 
Mental Hospital Board, Dr. J. O'C. Doneian, 
the Resident Medical Superintendent, stated 
in his report that there were now resident in 
the institution a total of 3,704 patients— 
1,841 males and 1,863 females—of whom 902 
men and 717 women were at Portrane Branch 
Menta! Hospital. As compared with the 
same date last year, the numbers showed an 
increase of 167. The general conditiou of the 
establishments and the health of the patients 
was satisfactory. There were two cases of 
zymotic disease to report, both at Grange- 
gormen. 

A diploma granted by the University of 
Vienna to Dr. John Dunne was submitted. 
Dr. Dunne recently attended a special course 
of lectures in Vienna on the study and treat- 
ment of insanity and nervous diseases. 

CHIEF CLERK’S ACCOUNT. 

In a report of the Chief Clerk and 
Accountant, it was stated that, after payment 
of the ordinary accounts and expenditure out 
of loans, there would remain a debit balance 
of £721 14s. 5d. on ordinary account and a 
debit balance of £703 8s. 5d. in loans ex- 
penditure account. It would be necessary to 
obtain temporary Overdrafts, pending lodg- 
ments being made to the Committee's credit 
on both accounts, which might be anticipated 
in a short time. 

The City Commissioners had lodged £7,000 
and the Dublin County Council. £3,000 on 
foot of third quarter’s instalment of estimate 


and demand, leaving £14,694 15s. and 
£3,973 15s., respectively, still due. | 
The. Louth County Connell still owed 


£3.007 15s. on foot of second quarter’s instal- 
ment, which became due for payment last 
July, in addition to the current qtarter’s 
instalment, and the Wicklow County Council 
also owed for the current quarter. “The total

HE care which is taken by the Depait- 
ment of Agriculture to prevent the 
introduction of foot and mouth 
disease was demonstrated recently, when the 
master of a vessel from the Argeniine was 
fined in the Dublin District Court for having 
on board as ships’ stores, a live bull. This 
was the last of seven cattle which had been 
taken on board for the use of the crew 
during their voyage to Ireland with a cargo 
of maize. The remainder had been used as

KEEPING MORE STOCK ON 
THE LAND. 


a 


ITH a view to determining to what ex- 
14 tent the stock-carrying capacity of a 
farm can be increased, the Kerry 
County Committee of Agriculture allowed their 
Agricultural Instructor a limited sum for the 
purchase of artificial manures to be used on any 
farm he might select. For this experiment a 
farm of 48 acres was selected. A large extent 
of this is. bog and waste, and the soil gener- 
ally is peaty. Its stock-carrying capacity was 
eicht cows, four calves, one horse, fortv hens. 
twelve ducks, three geese and goslings. 

Last vear the pasture was dressed with 
semsol, gafsa and kainit, while this year the 
pasture received a dressing of 80 ewt. semsol., 
14 ewt. gafsa and 12 cwt. kainit. while the 
meadow was dressed with 48 ewt. semsol and 
4 ewt. kainit. 

The cost of this manure was £29 3s.. to- 
wards which the County Committee paid £12. 
It is intended that the experiment shall con- 
tinue for about three years, and there remains 
about 211 statute acres to be manured in 
1930 and 1931. Next vear the Committee of 
Agriculture will contribute half the amount 
spent this year—namely, £6—on condition 
that the farmer will spend twice as much in 
the purchase of artificial manures; but in 1931 
the Committee’s contribution will be reduced 
to £3, on condition that the farmer spends 
three times that amount in the purchase of 
artificial manures. 

It is believed that by this treatment the 
stock-carrying capacity of the farm can be 
doubled. 


THE HAY CROP IN NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 


—-—- +---—-- 
HE total vield of the hay crop in 
“- Northern Ireland in 1929 is estimated 
at 801,415 tons as follows :— First 
year’s hay 243.924 tons. Second and third 
years’ hay 124,957 tons, and permanent 
meadow 441,554 tons. The estimated average 
yield of the entire crop is 1.7 tons per 


statute acre as against 1.8 tons in 1928 and 
2.0 tons in 1927. The average yield for the 
five years 1924-1928 amounted to 2.1 tons 


per statute acre.

HE report issued by the Department o[ 
Agriculture upon the agricultural con- 
ditions in the Irish Free State on the 

1st. iff8t. shows that prices for bacon pigs 

during *alst month compared very favourably 
with thése of a year ago, rising trom 63s. 6d.- 
66s, (dead weight) for October, 1928, to 
13s. 3d. to 78s. last month. It also states 
that the number of bacon pigs marketed 
last month was higher than in September.

to sell bacon at lowe: prices. . But is this a 
policy to encourage! The report already 
cited states that the best quality Irish Wult- 
shire-cut side commands a premium on the 
Loudon Provision Exchange above that of 
any of its competitors, and those who study 
l.ondon stores’ price lists can see for them- 
seives that the consumer is expected to pay, 
and does pay, a differential price—to our ad- 
vanlage. 

It might, however, be held. to be to the 
greater advantage oí the Irish Free State, con- 
sidered as an economic unit, to retain these 
exports and consume them in our cities. That 
is an intelligible policy, but is it an intelli- 
gent one? Does it not, at the best, assume 
that we have reached the limit of profitable 
pig production, and so can only consume our 
own proauce by a corresponding diminution of 
export’? But the tacts do not favour this in- 
terpretation of the situation, 

Lhe Department of Agriculture; which. has 
investigated this subject, considers that in 
some of the best dairying districts more pigs 
could easily be reared, provided,.of course, 
that the agricultural economy adopted in- 
volved the return of separated milk by tlie 
creameries to the milk suppliers, a course jol- 
lowed with advantage in many districts. 

liere again, we think, the harley growers 
would profit by using home-grown grain for 
feeding, a policy for the encouragement of 
which common-sense should be more effective 
than compulsion. But the Report—a docu- 
ment highly friendly to the Irish pig industry 
as a whole—refers in passing to.the ‘‘ general 
unwillingness of the it act to take trouble 


, 


over pigs.’ 


The Choice for Irish Pig Producers. 


Now, it is true that a fixed price which 
the farmer can consider lucrative 1s necessary 
to induce him to produce any particular pro- 
duct. He does not, as has been said, ' rear 
pigs as pets.” it 1s true, too, that in world 
competition the fixed price is only practicable 
if, and when, a uniform quality of product 1 
a sufficiently large and steady quantity to 
meet the demands of a particular market 
enables the producer to stabilise his product 
on that market, and this is difficult for Irish 
curers when supplies are not. uniform .in 
quantity. 

lt was not, we take it, any considerable 
fluctuation in quality which brought the aver- 
age weekly prices of best quality WiltsHire- 
cut Irish (green) bacon up from 112s. in 1924 
to 135s. in 1925, and down again from 137s. 
in 1926 to 112s. in 1927, and 107s. in 1928; 
and there is, no doubt, a not unreasonable 
feeling on the part of Irish producérs that a 
speculative element enters into the production 
of bacon (and, ineidentally, the bacon pig) 
which makes it not worth while to aim at a 


best bacon pigs. 
We believe, however, that that is a mis- 


taken view to take. Indeed, — this 
reasoning, if logically followed, would 
result, not in the substitution of home 


markets for export—seeing that the prices 
in our own cities rise and fall just as in 
those of Great Britain—but in a rapid 
shrinkage in the bacon trade and in pig 
rearing. The truth is—and this -applies- on 
both sides of the Irish Sea, English and Irish 
farmers having much the same problem set 
them by modern market conditions—that pro 
ducers who are not prepared to claim a. large 
share of their market and hold to it by 
keeping up their production, even when cov- 
ditions are adverse for a time, must prepare 
to forfeit their market, and produce some 
alternative product, 


What Is the Alternative > 


The pig and bacon businesses are, we 
believe, too firmly rooted in Irish farm con- 
ditions to be abandoned without disaster. 
What they need is to be improved. The Bill 
now before the Dail is one step in this 
direction, and we believe it will help Irish 
farmers. to retain their markets, to make 
good there, and gradually to improve their 
position. The growth of the creamery move- 
ment should help further in the same direc- 
tion, for quantity of export is, next after 
quality, the greatest ally the farmer can 
attract to combat. that element of chance. 
Only those whose export is important and 
whose quality. is superior can hope to. m- 
finence price, and even those who do this 
ean only effect luovative sale -if,they can 
produce cheaply. It is, of course, on price 
that the fnture of the industry will turn:

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POULTRY FOODS AND | 
FEEDING. 


A San all-round poultry food oats and its 


products are unsurpassed, The products 

of ‘oats include crushed dats, Susser 
ground oats,” groats, ‘oatmeal and sprouted 
oats, 


Crushed Oats. 


Crushed oats is simply the whole grain 
crushed or bruised, while Sussex ground oats 
is the grain ground almost as fine as flour 
with special machinery. Crushed oats may be 
included in all wet and dry mashes for adult 
stock. while Sussex ground oats is still better 
for this purpose, and as a fattening food it 
excels all others, 

Sussex ground oats, moistened with milk 
for fattening purposes, gives quick results, 
and produces a very fine white flesh. 


Groats 

Groats is the kernel of the oats with the 
entire husk removed, and oatmeal is the 
cereal. coarsely..ground. As a scratch feed 
for chicks from one month old groats is very 
suitatilé, whiile oatmeal] is a splendid founda- 
tion food for young chicks just out of the 
shell. 


Sprouted Oats 


Sprouted oats is obtained by placing a layer 


of the whole grein in a potato 
box, or in one something simular. 
I'he box is kept in a warm room, and the 


grain is damped daily with water until the 
sprouts appear, 

When the iatter are green and about one 
inch long, the whole is taken up and given 
io whatever stock they are imtended for. 
Nprouted oats makes an excellent substitute 
for green food in winter, when the supply is 
usually scarce. 


Wheat. 


Wheat is not generally used for poultry 
feeding, with the exception of poor samples 


that are unfit for milling purposes. As a 
vrain food alone for adult stock it Is not 
recommended. as wheat contains little or no 


fat. Small wheat, however, is more valuable 
for feeding purposes, and ean be very success-

By-Products of Wheat. 

Bran, pollard or sharps and thirds or fine 
pollard are very useful by-products of wheat, 
and obtained through the manufacture of the 
grain inte flour. Bran is the outer rusk of 
wheat and is rich In albumenoids in com- 
parison to the whole grain; 1¢ 1s a valuable 
food. for laving hens, and having a very low 
starch content can be satisfactorily fed with 
li.dian meal and potatoes. 

Coarse pollard or sharps contains a fair 
amount of husk, but can be used to sub- 
stitute Indian meal in the wet or dry mash for 
‘aving fowl. Thirds or fine pollard have a 
feeding value something similar to sharps, 
but, being finer husky, makes a 


niore suitable food for young stock.

Barley, 

Barley. is not often fed to poultry, as it is 
generally grown for malting purposes. 
Samples of barley that are unfit for malting 
are usually ground into meal, which is a suit 
able tood for fattening ‘young stock. Barley 
nreal may be used as a part substitute for 
Indian meal in the lavers’ mash; it can also 
be fed to young chicks, provided it is well 
siited to remove the which is very 
indigestible, 


Maize. 


Maize is usually sold in the form of Indian 
meal or cracked maize, the whole grain being 
too large for poultry feeding. Cracked maize 
should be included in the grain mixture for 
laying hens in winter. The Indian meal can 
be used in either the dry or wet mash. 

Maize and its products are all heat-giving 
foods; consequently they are more suitable 
for winter than summer use. Indian meal 
can also be used for fattening chickens and 
turkeys, and, though rapid results can be ob 
tained, its constant use tends to give the 
skin a yellow colour and the flesh an oily 
flavour, which is rather objectionable. 

Indian meal, potatees and barley meal 
should not be fed alone to poultry, espe lally 
laying fowl. These foods are excellent with 
ud nath of other foods, but contain in 
themselves ve ittle aterls ' ego pr

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WHEAT YIELDS AT 
ROTHAMSTED. 


Te is just published the Report of 


the Rothamsted Experimental Station 
_ for 1927-28, and it contains some infor- 
mation of great interest to farmers. 
he section on ‘‘ Fallow” is particularly sug- 
gestive. Part of Broadbalk field; which has 
grown wheat successively for 86 years. was re- 
cently fallowed for cleaning purposes. The 
average annual crop for 77 years, from 1852, 
On the plot of that field, which has received 
no manure since 1839, was about 12 bushels 
of grain and 10 ewt. of straw per acre. After 
fallowing, the crop was 28 bushels of grain 
and 28 cwt. of straw per acre. On the plot 
of Broadbalk receiving complete artificials 
the average yeild for 77 years was 29 bushels 
of grain and 41 ewt, of straw per acre. After 
fallowing, this plot yielded 55 bushels of 
grain and 32 cwt. of straw per acre. Whether 
the greatly increased crop is due to the sup- 
pression of weeds, the decomposition of vege- 
table and other matter, or to some physical 
change in the soil, or to a combination of all 
these factors, is not known with certainty, 
but it does seem to indicate the importance 
of adequate cultivation. 


the two “‘orange’’ Reports of the British 
Ministry of-Agriculture, on “ The Pork and 
Bacon Trades,’’ issued in 1928, and on 
‘The Marketing of Pigs,” in 1926 (both 
dealing with England and Wales, but of 
use also to Irish producers), are unanimous 
ju recommending that curers and farmers 


have Vere a problem in common; they 
require to work together. 
Pig-Keeping and Dairy Farming. 

The most complete co-ordination is, of 


course, to be found where farmer and curer 
form a common association under properly 
applied farmer direction, as in the co 
operative societies, Alternatively, there is 
the type of co-operative “ association’’ which 
limits itself to the buying, breeding and 
marketing of lite stock: Nor does that 
necessarily exhaust the effort to bring pro 
dacer and manufacturer into more satis- 
factory relations than those of to-day. This 
is a necessity if it is true that only by meet- 
ing a demand for cheap bacon will demand 


| grow. 


The ‘Irish curing industry is a valuable 
asset to Ireland. ‘The pig farmer is 1n- 
dispensible. It as to their mutual interest 
to improve their position in Great Britain, 
whilst—so far as they find it lucrative— 
cultivating the Jrish market also. But tos 
means more pig breeding and ecanamic 
marketing of pig products.

INTENSIVE. GRASSLAND 
FARMING, 


HINTS ON ITS VALUE. 
TT interest in the possibilities of the 


new system of grassland farming im- 

creases as the method of its operation 
becomes more widely known. Every county 
in Ireland has its pioneers who are carrying 
on the work of investigating its merits as 
an economic problem. he bulk of farmers 
in Ireland who have taken proper interest 
in their grassland are somewhat — dilatory 
about incurring the expense which the system 
involves, and for the present are content to 
continue the tried and proved method of in- 
creasing and improving the herbage by 
dressing with phosphates at the -rate of 
about half a ton of good mineral phosphates 


every four or five years. 


Operation. 


The extra expense of applying in addition 
a dressing of say, 4 cwts. of kainit every 
three or tour years, and four dressings eacn 
of 1 cwt. per acre of: mitrogenous manure 
every grazing season, together with the: cost 
of any extra fencing and. laying on of water 
which may be necessary to facilitate 
rotational grazing requires serious considera 
tion, Conservatism is usually looked upon 
as the hallmark of less successful. farming, 
but it Is a very essential. factor in all farin- 
ing, and the outlay indicated above is not a 
matter which even the most progressive can 
unreservedly. recommend, 


Profitable Application. 

Where scarcity of grass eurtails the output 
of summer milk for sale direct to town con- 
sumers, there is scarcely apy question of the 
wisdom of adopting the system ‘without more 
ado. Where, however, less remunerative types 
of farming have to be practised, most 
farmers would be welt advised to do a tittle 
experimental work on their own farms before 
adopting the system extensively. 


Value of the System. 

The following suggestions will. hello te 
arrive at an estimation of the value of the 
svstem. A definite area of from one 
upwards of average land should be treated 
as suggested, with phosphatic and potassic 
manures in autumn or winter, and during the 
following grazing season should receive four 
dressings of say, 1 cwt. of nitrate’ of. soda— 
the first about the end of February, and the 
last about the middle of Septenrber. During 
the season the grass should be quickly and 
closely grazed down every time it reaches a 
nice grazing stage, and a careful estimate 
made of the amount of grazing provided on 
the area treated. On the accuracy of. this 
estimation would primarily depend the 
reliability of the investigation.

Keeping More Stock. 

Most farmers have already a fairly good 
idea of the average grazing capacity of their 
land; this usually ranges from under 1 acre 
to 2 acres per per season, for mood to 
medium land. Suppose that it is found that 
the manuring and rotational grazing in- 
creases the carrying of the land from one to 
one and a halt per acre per season, 
then the treatment is worth the grass of 
half an acre of original grazing. Taking the 
grass at the ordinary letting price for the 
district, and comparing it with the cost of 
the extra manures, fencing, etc., a sufficiently 
accurate estimate of the advantage or other 
wise of the system will be gained to decide 

its further extension. | 
As the value of the phosphates and potash 
wil] not be exhausted in one yeut. the fuil 
cost of these manures should not be charged 
against the first year; a fair charge is one- 
third of. their cost for-the first season.

SHOULD PRICES BE 
GUARANTEED? 


——— >- ———_ 
NEED FOR GRADING GRAIN. 


HILE the British Government is 
aiming at guaranteed prices for home 

; _ grown grain, there are grain growers 
in this country who desire the same thing 
in order to carry on their business. Two of 
the largest grain exporters in the Irish l’ree 
State declare that remunerative prices can 
only be obtained if the produce is properly 
graded. In this way marketing would be 
simplified, and farmers could be assured of 
fair prices for grain of certain grades. The 
proposal altogether seems to be worth con- 
sidering, because more grain would un- 
doubtedly be grown if farmers were sure of 
the price well in advance. At the same time, 
the country would be assured of an adequate 
home supply, and growers would be placed 
in a favourable position in the matter of 
stock feeding, 

There will, of course, always be a 
difficulty in reconciling the interests of grain 
growers and stock feeders. One desires the 
best price he can get, while the other wants 
food-stuffs as cheaply as possible. Where 
each farmer combines the two interests, the 
problem is simplified, for he can feed or sell 
his grain. just as it suits him. If,.in addition, 
growers were obliged to grade their grain, 
there would be less dissatisfaction, because 
the crops containing the highest percentage 
of first-grade grain would give the “best 
return, 


IRISH FREE STATE EGG 
TRADE. 


Great Britain must bear a _ stamp 

showing the country of origin has 
tended té* hamper the growth of the Irish 
Free State egg trade. A great many con- 
sumers in Britain prefer the unstamped 
eggs which come under the heading of 
‘British new laid,” and as a result, these 
have been selling at. abnormally high prices. 
By comparison, [rish Free State produce 
would seem to be selling cheaply. If the 
Agricultural.

The 
witness then left the hospital, and after he 
had ceased work, at about 9.50 that night, 
he saw the boy in-his own kW He then 
appeared to be fn pain. As he was leaving, 
MecGlade roared in pain. and the witness 
went back and took him in his arms. Then 
he died. 

Mr. Bovle—As a layman, would you think 
he was fit to be removed from the hospital ?— 
No. 

To Mr. Taylor—He had warned the boy 
against’ jumping off the van, but the witness 
sometimes did so himself. 

POST-MORTEM CXAAMINATION. 

Dr. Furlong, Pembroke road, who performed 
a postemortem examination said in the case 
of the deceased hoy the lower portion of thi 
spleen was ruptured: The spleen was not 
essential to “fe. 

To Mi. Taylor—Thbe rupture was very 
slight, and it would be difficult directly to 
diagnose the rupture of the spleen. 

Dr. F. Cronin, Kenilworth Park, stated 
that when he saw the boy after the acci- 
dent he sent him to hospital. He did not 
suspect that he was suffering from ruptute 
of the spleen. 

Dr. Charles Taylor, Sir Patrick Dun's 
Hospital, in reply to the Coroner, stated 
that Arthur MecGlade was brought to the 
hospital, where he examined him. He asked 
the boy what had happened, and he said 
that he had fallen off a breadvan, The 
witness asked him. if the wheel had passed 
him, and he said that he did not 
know. He said that he had not been un- 
conscious. From the conversation, and the 
fact that. the boy had not been unconscious, 
he concluded that the wheel had not passed 
over him. After a thorouglr examination he 
found certain symptoms, which he described 
at length, The witness left him well 
covered, and told him to rest quietly. Later 
the boy asked to be sent home, and after 
a further examination the witness feund no 
change in his condition. When his father 
arrived the witness asked the boy if he had 
any pain, and he said: ‘‘ No.” The wit- 
ness told the father that, in his opinion, he 
could take him home, and also told him 
what to do in the event of certain symptoms 
occurring. 

Learning later that the boy had vomited 
he ordered him to be removed at once to 
hospital. He was under the impression 
that the boy had been brought immediately 
to the hospital after the accident, when he 
only complained of soreness in his stomach, 
but not of pain. 

To the Coroner—In those circumstances I 
saw no reason to detain him. . If I had 
heard that he had such pain, or was hysteri- 
cal, I certainly would have detained, him. 

To Mr. Boyle—The witness said that he 
did not hear the boy say that he was un- 
able to walk. 

To a Juror—The witness stated that’ when 
he consulted the visiting, physicians they 
agreed with what he had doné,, having re-

GALWAY COLLEGE BILL. 
On the second stage of the University Col- 


jogs, Galway. Bull, 

The Right Hon, ANDREW JAMFSON 
said that if Section 3 (which deals with the 
appoiniment of professors competent to teach 
their subject through Irish) was merely an 
expression of opinion that at some future 
date the Inch language would be so spoken 
in learned circies that the men capable of 
fillmg these posts through the medium of 
Irish could be appointed, there was not very 
much in the section. If it were otherwise, 
however, he was afraid that they were taking 
education at a very low level. It might be 
possible that people could teach the various 
subjects in Irish. but the ordinary individual, 
who was educated in a university or college, 
must know that he, himself, must have a 
competent knowledge of Trish if he was to he 
taught threngh that language. There could 
not be in Galway College undergraduates who 
could possibly take their education in that 
language. How could they get together a 
class of undergraduates to study medicine or 
surgery if the man who was teaching them 
was teaching them in Irish ? 

PROFESSORS’ QUALIFICATIONS. 

Professors should be chosen because of 
their knowledge of the subjects they were 
going to teach, and not because they had a 
little knowledge of something that had 
nothing to do with that subject. In Ireland 
they ought to be able to sav that the educa- 
tion in their colleges and universities was ft 
to be compared with that in any college in 
the world, and that the men who taught in 
them were chosen on as high a standard, and 
as fit to teach. as in anv other college. 

Mr. JOSEPH CONNOLLY (F.F.) said that 
Mr. Jamesov represented a section of people 
tliat was oblivious of the national spirit of 
the country. It was always a matter of 
humiliation te him when he met university 
men from other parts of the world that uni- 
versities in this country, in the main, up to 
the present, had shown no distinctive work— 
they might be universities of Birmingham, 
London or Glasgow. University visitors 
from other parts of the world were invariably 
amazed that language and folklore, and the 
keeping up of the folklore traditions, and 
all that the language stood for, wastoa great 
extent almost neglected here. ‘There was 
great activity in this respect in the univer- 
sities of Northern Europe. 

lt was the intention of the people of this 
country, of the present Government, and cf 


Bill passed its 


the Government that might come in the 
future, that this question of Irish being 
made a national issue and a national 
duty was going to go throngh, It was 
not too much to expect that one: of the 


Universities, in the heart of the Geeltacht, 
should devote its attention to the develop- 
ment of the Gaelic culture in that area. In 
the apportionment of the money provided in 
‘the bill a certain amount should go towards 
the more intensive development of the 
literary side of the language, and a certain 
portion of it should be set aside for the 
recording and safe-keeping of such spoken 
traditions as still existed in the Gaeltacht. 
COMPULSION APPROVED. 

Colonel MOORE (¥.F.) said that Senator 
Jameson's speech was the “ Swan Song” of 
the olc requne, li was time that the people 
whom Senator Jameson represented should 
trv and accommodate themcelves to the feel 
ing of the people of the country. Senator 
Jam in and people like him thought that 
the language was completely dead and that 
no one wanted to revive it, but the Govern- 
ment and the people were determined to make 
it the spoken and the literary language ol 
the country. 

Mr. COMYN (F.F.) said that he was all 
the more in favour of the bill because of 
Section three, to which Senator Jameson had 
objected. He hoped that that section would 
be put into energetic operation. 

Sir JOHN KEANE, agreeing with Senator 
Jameson, said that he did not find through 
the country that enthusiasm for the revival 
of Irish that was expressed by their political 
leaders, and if it were still possible to have 
a referendum, and that the people were left 
free to express their opinion as to whether or 
not the Irish language should be compulsory 
in their education, a would be an over 
whelming majority in the negative. This 
was not a question of sentiment, but a 
matter of right or wrong-—a matter cf comnion 
pense. 

He thought that it was common knowledge 
that it was impossible, and would be 
impossible for many years, to teach the 
sciences, higher mathematics, medicine and 
the arts, through the medium of Irish. If 
the Galway College was intended only for 
siudents who would spend their lives in the 
Gaeltacht it might be no harm to try that 
pxperiment, but they knew that the College 
was going to be used by a great many 
students who must of necessity afterwards 
live outside the Gaeltacht. Were young men 


who knew that they would have to live out- 
tide the Gaeltacht going to attend a univer- 
sity where they knew that the instruction was 
biassed in favour of the Irish language? He 
did not think so, and therefore he thought 
would be bad both for the 
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country aad for Galway.

He did not think that 
that would be denied by even those who 
might otherwise not agree with the pro- 
posal. 

It was true that text books were not avail- 
able, but he expected that they would all 
agree with the hops that they would all live 
to see the production of such text books. 
As far as he knew, there was no political 
party or gsupperter of the Irish language who 
did not realise that to get persons into 
uNiversity positions whose only qualification 
was a knowledge of Irish would defeat the 
purpose they had in view. 

rs. COSTELLO, answering Sir John 
Keane's point as to the effect of the bill on 
University College, Galway, said that since 
the introduction of Irish as a medium of 
instruction the number of students had con- 
siderably increased.

NATIONAL MONUMENTS. 

On the second reading stage of the National 
Monuments Bili, 1929, 3 

Miss BROWNE said that she welcomed the 
measure. They had all seen valuable ancient 
monuments falling into decay for want of 
care or being destroyed by vandals who nad 
no regard for the history or traditions of the 
country. 

Sir THOMAS ESMONDE also welcomed 
the bill, and said that the preservation of 
the ancient monuments should be a national 
duty. He was particularly glad to see the 
provision in regard to the setting up of local 
committees. 

Mr. LINEHAN referred to the Mitchels- 
town caves discovered some seventy or 
eighty years ago, which, he said, if situated 
in any other country, would have heen 
written up and advertised for the purpose of 
attracting tourists. He pleaded that some- 
thing should be done to improve the entrance 
to the caves, which were not equalled any. 
where in the world, and to make them safe 
for yisitore. He also urged that the finder 
of objects of archeological interest should 
et compensat’on equivalent at least to che 
intrinsic value of the article. 

Mr. J. BURKE, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Mimsatry of Finance. said that he he- 
lieved that the terms of the bill were wide 
enough to secure the object aimed at. Deal- 
ing with the question of compensation to 
finders of objects of arcliwological interest, 
he said that the State could not undertake 
to compensate everybody. Provision was 
made for reporting such articles, and so long 
as they were preserved in the country the 
purnose of the bill would he secured. 

The second slage was passed. 


WILD BIRDS PROTECTION. 

Leave was given to Mr. S. L. BROWN to

THE PURSUIT OF PLEASURE. 

Mí Aubrey Aitken, of Yarmouth 
delivered an address on how to -accentvuat: 
the difference in young people 's fives betwee! 
the search for happiness and that for pleasur 
and the importance of teaching youth to 
realise that oul religion means a joyful asse 
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fo life, Having expressed the pleasure which 
if vave her to he presen! at the confer: nce, 
Mrs. Aitken said that those of them who 
were mothers, and those who took an 
interest in the young people of to-day. 
should follow them in their pleasures and 
happiness. Of eronrse, pleasure and happi 
ness were quite different things. It wes a 


great pleasure io her to be there that afte 
noon, but she would not sav that she was 
quite happy (Laughter.) She would feel 
very much happier if she could sit down 
and listen to one of them speaking. [fF lea- 
sure was something that came from outside 
of them, which they searched and sought 
after; and it was very often m-the days of 


pleasure-seeking that their young people 
came to harm 
Pleasure in itself was not wrong. At

the father and mother of the bride at the 
feust and the entertainment of friends. 
fhen the word went round that the wine 
had gone out, and Our Lord, with what 
she might call His wonderful understanding, 
turned the water into wine and ‘the pleasure 
went on.

She thought that they might call pleasure 
the laughter of life, and they should never 
revile the pleasure or amusement of their 
young people. They should go with their 
young people into their enjoyment and 
pleasure and ‘never lose touch with 
them. ‘Their young people—and old. people, 
too—went to work every. morning and spent 
long hours at business. Many of the young 
people went to continuation classes in 
the evenings. Then they had associations— 
Girl Gnides, Boys’ Brigades, Boy Scouts, 
and other movements, Their young people 
did a deal of work, and pleasure was 
needed as an antidote. 


GUIDING PRINCIPLES. 

Mothers should be very careful, therefore, 
how they criticised their young people’s plea- 
sures and judged them. At the same time, 
she felt that it was for those who grew older 
to guide those young people aright; it was 
when these pleasures ran to extremes that 
harm came. They ought to give their 
young people some principles by which they 
could judge the rightness or wrongness of 
their pleasures, 

‘The first principle was that they should 
test. their asking: ‘‘Is that 
pleasure my master or servant? Is that 
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pieasure coming first in my life or nob: 
If it is mwv master, it is wrong; bat if it 
is my servant there is no harm in‘it.”” She

NEEDS OF A LINEN 


GUILD, 

OLR PATRICK DUNS 
HOSPITAL. 
APPEAL FOR MORE 
SUPPORT.

An appeal for increasd support, both 
financially and in the number ol workers, 
was made at the annual meeting of the 
Linen Guild of Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital, 
Dublin, which was held in the hospital yes- 
terday, Dr, Winter, President of the Royal 
College of Physicians, being in the chair. . 

That the Guild’s bank balance was not 
one to be proud of, and that the funds per- 
mitted the provision of only the bare neces- 
cities for the patients were points which 
were stressed in the annual report, which 
was submitted by the Secretary, Miss E. G. 
Sibtherpe. The repert continued :—‘* We, 
therefore, appeal to those who see in each 
poor sufferer a brother or sister in distress 
to assist to make them feel the reality of 
that brotherhood by helping us to see that 
they are not less comfortahly ministered to 
than if they were of our own kith and kin.”’ 

The financial statement showed a loss on 
the year's working of over £9. 

In moving the adoption of the report and 
the election of the Executive Committee for 
the ensuing twelve months, Mr. GG. W. 
Shannon said that he thought it extra- 
ordinary that in the City of Dublin it was 
not until 1906 that anyhody thought, of the 
necessity of a linen guild jh connection with 
the hospitals. The finer guild attached to 
that hospital had the honour of being the 
ploneer in this work. 

_ & DEBIT BANK BALANCE, 

Continuing, Mr. Shannon said that. while 
he appreciated fullv the assistance of these 
who helped financially, 1t was to those who 
met once a week to ply needle and thread 
for the (Guild that he took off his hat. Since 
the Guild had been a tremendous help to the 
hospital. it was very regrettable that when 
the Guild started upon its winter work it 
should have a debjt balance, with supplies 
virtually exhausted. At the same time, he 
gathered that the new Matron of the hospital 
was determined to have all that was neces. 
sary for the patients under her care, so that 
the Guild must get more workers and more 
money from those who could spare it. 

Mr. J. E. MacDermott, who seconded. said 
that Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital devoted as 
many beds to the destitute poor of Dublin 
as any hospital in Dublin, and its percentage 
devoted to the poor of Dublin was larger 
that that of any other hospital This was a 
serious charge on the slender resources of the 
hospital, and put a. heavy load on the 
Shoulders of the Linen Guild. In giving to 
the Linen Guild they were giving to the 
destitute poor of Dublin, and giving relief 
to those whose bodily sufferings were aggra- 
vated by want and misery. “Let ns.” he 
added, *‘ continue ovr subscriptions and in- 
crease them if we possibly can, and let us 
solicit our friends’ sympathy and help for 
our linen guild.” 4 

Commenting on the report. the Chairman 
said that it seemed to him that it was the 
busy people who did most in the cause ef 
chavily. Jf they looked down the list of 
membexs of the Guild, they would find that 
they were all people who had plenty to do 
There were other busy people whose assist 
ance might be secured, but subseriptions. 
even of five shillings, would help, and what 
ever was spent on the Linen Guild would go 
vack to the hospital with interest. 

The motion was adopted. 

In moving a vote of thanks to the Chair 
man, Professor T. G. Moorhead spoke of the 
amount of pubhe work which Dr. Winter 
was and said that his remark abou 
husy people and their work for charity ap- 
plied equally to himself. 


THE FIRST LINEN GUILD. 

Mr. Shannon had said that it was not 
until 1906 that a limen guild—theiy own: 
vas established in Dublin. but the historv 
of linen guilds was very old, The first 
person In the world who fornded «a linen 
guild in counection with a hospital was not 
ef this country nor of Great Britain. It 

's Queen Isabella of Spain. She was the 
first in the history of the world to realise 
that hospitals had to he provided not merely 
ith medicines and doctors. but with beds 
und bed-clothes for patients,

the better since the old days in the historv 
of their own Guild, Dr. Moorhead went on.

Dr. Moorhead said that it 
was a fact that that institution took in mora 
free patients than any other hospital in the 
city. The hospital was situated in a very 
poor area, with children crowding ronan. 
Their resources were scanty; and if people 
came to the out-pdtient’s department, they 
would iit ‘ex pressed in the faces 
of the children.

THE CHANGE OF 
PRESIDENTS. 


En 


In a leading “article The Times to-day 
observes:—The President of the Miners’ 
Federation does not control the policy of 
thee Federation, but his influence upon’ it is 
great. Mr. Richards sueceeds Mr. Smith, 
one veteran taking the place of another. In 
his speech yesterday, when he took office, 
Mr. Richards said that the policy of the 
Federation remains unchanged. That mast 
be literally true, but the tempo has been 
altered, and that is a change of importance. 
The man whs would not vary anything, but 
insisted on the bond, the whole bond, and 
nothing but the bond, has quietly withdrawn. 
It may be said of him—varying a well-known 
phrase—that nothing in his office became him 
like the leaving it. Mr. Smith retires with 
dignity; The policy which he sapported with 
grim détermination brought, disaster. upon 
the Federation. Not knowing how to 
compromise, not. knewing,when a battle is 
irretrievably lost, nor when. half-measures are 
no discredit, but a justifiable expediency, Mr. 
Smith personified—nay, exaggerated—the in- 
flexible elements in the spirit of the mining 
community. i 

He lacked the mental adaptability to take 
advahtage of varying circumstances. Con- 
sistency ' may ‘have too high a pricé. The 
theoretical rectitude of the leader may have 
for its consequence material loss to the fol- 
lower. Mr. Smith does not, of course, bear 
all or more than his due share of the re- 
sponsibility for the direction of events that 
left the miners isolated, sulky and sore, with 
a deep sense of grievance’ that took shape 
vaguely as a complaint of neglect against the 
rest of trade unionism and the rest of their 
fellow-countrymen. But the fixity of his ideas, 
the «stubborn honesty of their rigidity, 
became .an impediment to the welfare of the 
miners, whose betterment was his single and 
engrossing . interest. His retirement is 
brought about by this stiff conformity to his 
own creed 'of ccrsistency, 

Expediency has won the day. It is expedi- 
ency dictated by common-sense. That is as far 
as the decisions of the Delegate Conference 
The politicians now take control of the 
situation. The miners leave it to them to du 
the best they can, being assured of a seven 
and a half hour day, and of marketing 
schemes and a Nationab“Wages Board, which 
they expect to be a protection of wages. But 
the present temper of the Delegate Conference 
may signify something more, and something 
that promises more permanent advantage to 
the industry, It is true that the leaders of 
the Federation have been insisting on’ the 
purely temporary character of the abatement 
of their demands, and have required of the 
Government assurances that the halving of 
the pledge represents its division into two 
instalments, and that the fulfilment of the 
second ‘half is to follow as closely as possible 
upon the first. 

The new pledge has an ominous sound. To 
the colliery owners it represents a threat, 
as Mr. Evan Williams has said, to push 
their heads under the financial waters again 
as soon as they have risen from the submer- 
sion into “which” the seven and a half hour 
day will plunge them in what are now the 
eight-hour day districts. It is against an 
arbitrary and not an economically sound
